Most irrigated soil in this 
district w ill hold two Inches or 
more per foot of depth or a- 
bout eight to ten inches in the 
top four feet. Moisture in the 
top foot of soil does not g i v e 
a true picture since this layer 
is subject to rapid ch an g e s 
during dry and w et periods. 
The moisture in deeper layer 
is important at planting time 
since this is where more stable 


moisture is held Ln reserve. 


Where fields were irrigat­ 
ed late in the previous season 


the soil may have re rn a I ned 
moist In the deeper layers. In 
such cases a pre-plant irriga­ 
tion of two to four inches w ill 
completely rewet the soil to 
its maximum s t a bl e water 
holding capacity. 
But if the 
previous crop used up deep 
moisture as much as six to 
eight inches may be needed to 


insure normal crops. 
Another factor to take into 
consideration when consider­ 
ing how much water should be 
used in pre-planting Irrigation 
is the probability of spring 
rains. 
To take advantage 
of 
rains, farmers have to leave 
room in the soil to store 
the 
water. 
This means that soil 
can not be completely satur­ 
ated by pre-plant irrigation or 


the sixing rains w ill be of lit­ 


tle value.

1873, says the Frontier Regi­ 
ment was raised pursuant to 
an act of the Legislature De­ 
cember 21, 1861, subject to 


Confederate States rules a d 


regulations. 
Its officers were 
appointed by tile G o v e r n o r , 
and companies were enrolled 
to serve twelve months 
be­ 


ginning March 15, 1862, ex - 
cupping a chain of s t a t i o ns 
through die counties of Cia*, 


Archer, Young, Stephens,Cal­ 


lahan, Coleman, Brown, Sa.: 
Saba, McCulloch, 
Maser., 
Gillespie, Kerr, Bandera, U- 
valde and Dawson, to a point 


on the Rio Grande In Kenney 


county. 
It was under c o m ­ 
mand of CoL Charles M. Nor­ 
ris of Coryell county. Charles 


de Montel of Medina county 


was captain of Company D. 
In December, 1863,

eluding Medina, to be in the 
Frontier of the State,
